Under the new setup in which 
interim committees have been cut 
from nearly 40 in past years to 12 
this year, Senator Williams is serv- 
ing on more committees than any 
other senator.

WHEAT IS 
BETTER THAN 
EXPECTED 


PORTERVILLE, June 25 — Dry- 
farmed wheat in southeastern Tu- 
lare county that was given up three 
months ago as virtually a total 
crop loss is turning out far better 
than expected, with indications 
now ‘being that about 90 per cent 
of the seeded acreage in Tulare 
county will be harvested. 

Nelson Little, who heads the 
Federal Crop Insurance corpora- 
tion office in Porterville, reports 
that total yield may hit 50 per 
cent of normal, normal in termin- 
ology of his office being 14 bush- 
els per acre, or about 840 pounds. 


Best field in the area that Little 
has seen is being grown by Keith 
Kocher, where yield is estimated 
at up to 1,500 pounds. Little says 
there are a few other small spots 
that might run as high, with quite 
a number of fields hitting, or ex- 
pected to hit from 600 to 800 
pounds. 

Opinion of ranchers is that prop- 
er summer fallowing, plus the ex- 
ceptionally wet winter of a year 
ago have offset some of the bad 
effects of a dry winter and spring 
this season.

Most of us legislators look upon 
the end of any session with mixed 
feelings. Partly, it’s with a sense 
of relief that the pressure is off 
for a while, that we can really re- 
lax fora time. Partly, it’s with a 
sense of loss, a tinge of regret at 


separation from the _ colleagues 
with whom we have worked — or 
struggled — through nearly six 


monfhs of intense activity. 
The 1959 session, preserved now 


only in its record, differed in 
many respects from its predeces- 
sors) because. of constitutional 


changes in our operations. But its 
ending brought with it the same 


satisfactions. in results achieved 
and disappointments in causes 
lost. As I have said before, the 


legislative process is one of reach- 
ing intelligent and equitable com- 
promises, and no participant 
emerges either complete winner or 
loser. 


The session amply demonstrated | — 


the value of the new. constitu- 
tional provision which ended the 
half century old recess required by 
previous law. The number of 
measures introduced was sharply 
reduced by almost a third. This 
reduction gave our committees and 
each of us as individuals much 
greater opportunity to review each 
measure more carefully. The re- 
sults are evident; a larger propor- 
tion of bills introduced were given 
at least one committee hearing 
than ever before, and the percent- 
age passed by both houses and sent 
to the Governor was also substan- 
tially increased. 

Since the period within which 
the Governor may sign bills ex- 
tends for nearly a month, it is-not 
possible now to summarize all the

legislation enacted. However, an 
enumeration of some of the most 
significant actions taken in: sev- 
eral basic fields can be made. 

For financing operations of our 
state government for 1959-60, a 
total of $2,225,000,000 was appro- 
priated in the budget bill. The 
sum marks a new record of both 
California and the nation. To as- 
sist in raising the needed revenue, 
new or additional taxes were 
levied on items ranging from in- 
comes to inheritances, from beer 
to cigarettes. 


Our biggest headache for the 
past several years, water, was fi- 
nally cured by what was probably 
the outstanding legislative accom- 
plishment of the session. If the 
voters approve the multi-billion 
dollar bond issue involved, which 
seems likely, California will be en- 
abled to start the biggest engin- 
eering job ‘if history to date, to 
bring water to allethe thirsty parts 
of the state. 


Our public schools and colleges 
have always been one of our prin- 
cipal legislative concerns. In the 
budget we provided a. substantial 
increase in state funds for their 
support. Our long range studies 
of educational standards and prob- 
lems which grew out of public 
concern over the quality of in- 
struction provided our youth were 
considerably advanced by the work 
of our committee of legislators and 
citizens. 


Programs for the benefit of the

‘Are Dangerous 

VISALIA, June 25 — Bags that 
have been used for poisonous agri- 
cultural dusts, especially organic 
phosphate compounds, can be dan- 
gerous unless burned or buried, 
the Tulare County Health depart- 
ment warns. 

Any person accidentally dusted 
or sprayed by the organic phos- 
phate poisons should bathe im- 
mediately, and a doctor should be 
called at once, for death can result 
from such exposure, with symp- 
toms starting in a few minutes, or 
within hours. 

Small children should never be 
allowed to play with any type of 
bag that has contained any type 
of agricultural chemical.

At this point stores in Managua 
were closed, and although most 
of the business men were screened 
and released, stores remained clos- 
ed. President Somoza imposed a 
fine on any store owner who did 
not open his business, so businesses 
were opened but nothing was sold. 
It took about seven days for things 
to get back to normal.

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“This was a little upsetting,” 


Hastings reports. “I had a dead- 
line to meet; a boat was leaving 
and I had to get my material 
aboard. But we managed to make 
it, with just about no time to 
spare.” 

Following the arrest of the busi- 
ness men, wives of these men stag- 
ed a demonstration. Government 
troops moved in on these women to 
disperse them by force; about 75 
women were hurt badly enough to 
require hospital treatment. 

“The problem seems to be that 
the Nicaraguan people want a free 
election that was previously prom- 
ised by President Somoza,’”’ Hast- 
ings says. “In talking with the 
general run of people it seems that 
many are dissatisfied, however, 
there is a great block of persons 
employed by the government, and, 
of course, they are for the govern- 
ment. 

“Ordinary people in Nicaragua 
don’t have much; wages are low, 
living expenses are high, the peo- 
ple are not educated and there

isn’t much chance for boys. and 
girls to get an education; people 
are afraid of the government, ec- 
onomic conditions are not good, 
there is no free press. 


“All of this may well mean that 
another revolution may be at- 
tempted in the future, although 
with so many people working for 
the government, and with most of 
the common people afraid to join 
in a revolution, a future move will 
have to be better organized than 
the last one. But I really believe 
that such a move will eventually 
come; the trouble is not over yet,” 
Hastings says. 

Economic plight of Nicaragua 
goes back a few years to the period 
when cotton prices were extremely 
high on the world market. Great 
acreages of cotton were planted, at 
the expense of such staple food 
items as corn, beans, and rice. 

But with the world cotton mar- 
ket now at a point where cotton 
production in Nicaragua is on the 
profit borderline, cotton acreage is 
not paying off, the nation is being 
forced to import far more material

able fame later were Milton

Hastings says 
costs are about as high as in the 
United States, yet farmers are 
forced to sell on a 22-cent world 
market. 

One complaint from Nicaraguan 
farmers, according to Hastings is, 
that they are forced. to compete 
with subsidized American cotton 
They think their own government 
should subsidize them, but they 
don’t like the idea of acreage con- 


trol. 

While in Managua, Hastings 
was taken on a tour of both the 
university and the department of 
He said that 


increased production of beef cat- 
tle, with top-quality Brahama 
bulls being imported and sold to 
ranchers to cross with native cat- 
tle. 


Santa Gertrudis ‘bulls are also 
being imported, but these are held 
on the university farm and bred 
with native cattle through artifi- 
cial insemination. Hastings says 
that Nicaragua looks like excel-

Hastings believes that Nicar- 
agua could become a boom coun- 
try if the government and the 
economy is stabilized to a point 
where American capital will come 
in, as in some other Central Amer- 
ican areas. 

“Everyone has a_ thousand 
schemes for investing your money,”’ 
Hastings says. ‘All Americans, 
in the eyes of Nicaraguans, have 
mucho dinero.” 

As sidelight observations, Hast- 
ings says that cars are a luxury 
in Nicaragua, a Chevrolet selling 
for $7,000; gasoline is 54-56 
cents a gallon. All items import- 
ed from the states carry a high 
duty, putting them out of reach of 
most Nicaraguans. _ 

Everyone carries a gun — just 
like the old days in the West, ex- 
cept they are usually concealed. | 
Store fronts are made so that they 
open up like large doors, then are 
closed at night, to form a solid 
barricade of brick and wood. 

Modern stores that have plate 
glass display windows protect 
these windows with heavy metal 
grills. At 9 p.m. streets are va- 
cated for the most part, and doors 
are locked. 

“You lock everything in Nicar- 
agua, including your office desk,” 
Hastings says. 

Concerning the soldiers, Hast- 
ings says that it is a standing joke 
that if they shoot at you, there is 
no danger, but if they are shoot- 
ing at someone else, look out. 

And in a lumber yard, equip- 
ped with modern saws and other 
machinery, lumber was still being 
pushed around on carts with two 
solid wood wheels. 

‘In crating the cotton pickers,” 


a large firm in Managua, yet this 
firm bought lumber for the job in 
piece-by-piece lots. We were al- 
ways out of lumber or nails, but 
no one worried. 

“TI spent hours trying to teach 
workmen to hold a hammer at 
the end of the handle; they al- 
ways held it just as close to the 
hammer head as possible, mak- 
ing a lot of noise but not driving 
mapy nails. 

“In a créw of 37 men, only 
three could be prevailed upon to 
use a. Skill-saw; most of them 
were afraid to get close to it. 
Standard operating procedure with 
a hand saw was to turn it upside 
down, then saw from the bottom 
toward the sawer.”

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likable. They do not resent Amer- 
icans; they are clean, their social 
life is closely woven- around fam- 
ilies. 

“But they just don’t have a 
chance to get very far,’ Hastings 
says. ‘“‘They are poor, they worry 
about food to eat and clothes to 
wear. Anything beyond that is a 
luxury.” 

The highest-paid person, out- 
side of government employees, 
who Hastings saw in Managua, 
was an 11-year-old shoe shine boy 
in the hotel. This boy, working 
from’ 7 a.m. until 7 p.m., then 
spending two hotrs in school at 
night, earned the equivalent of 
$3.00 per day. A girl working in 
the hotel’s gift shop earned about 
$20 per month. 

Hastings paid carpenters about 
$2.50 per day and general labor- 
ers $2.00 per day — actually top 
wages. 

As a final comment on his ex- 
periences, Hastings says that it 
rained every day, the weather was 
hot, the humidity high. He paid 
extra for a hotel room that had a 
hot water faucet, but the hot wa- 
ter was not hooked up. His plane 
landed and took off at the gov- 
ernment airport between lines of 
machine gun pill boxes, search- 
lights constantly ‘covered the field 
at night. 

“The last I saw of the cotton 
pickers, they ‘were crated and 
headed in this direction,’ Hast- 
ings says. “If they don’t arrive, 
I’m not going back to look for 
them.”’ 
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-well, Little says with only two 


growers in northern Kern county 
attempting to harvest their fields. 
About $45,000 in grain crop in- 
surance will be paid in Kern coun- 
ty, Little estimates. 


The insurance program is based 
on cost of production, with the in- 
surance policy basically giving the 
grower the. difference between 
eight bushels and what he har- 
vests, up to eight bushels.. Pro- 
visions are also made for payment 
on a complete crop failure when 
a field is abandoned.
